REFORMING THE ARMY. 
The army appropriation bill now be- 
fore the house is the result of weeks, if 
not months, of cutting and trimming. 
It provides for the reduction of the 
number of regiments from forty to 
twenty-six, of the number of enlisted 
men from twenty-five thousand to 
twenty thousand, and of twenty por 
cent of the officers’ pay. These 
with minor reductions, will, 
it is thought, insure an 
an annual saving of $4,000,000. It is 
unnecessary to enumerate the many 


minor abuses that the bill strikes at. 
lf it Passes aos it nor .cltands, General 


Ruger will be required to move his 
office to McPherson’s barracks, cr 
to some other government military 
building. This sufficient'y illustrates 
the economic features of the bill. 

We hope the bill will be passed; and 
yet it is far from certain that 
our military strength should 
be suddenly reduced. Wi-h Sitting Bull 
on one frontier and predatory Greasera 
on another, with a plenty of warlike 
Indians all over the plains, and with a 
budding commune from Chicago to 
Maine, it is plain that the country has 
much to guard against. Buta stand- 
ing army, especia!ly a standing army 
composed in good part of officers, is 
not our sole or our best security against 
disorder or insurrection. A well organ- 
ized militia is the force contemplated 
by the constitution, and it should be 
made the chief reliance as rapidly as 
possible. Such a force would be eco- 
nomical, always on the spot, and free 
of the dangers to the republic that go 
with a largestandingarmy. Each state 
should have, however, an efficient 
militia organization in order to;give to 
the whole country a reasonable degree 
of security. If West Virginia had had 
such militia organizations as 
New York sent last summer along the 
Evie railway, the distressing events of 
the railway strikes would never have 
occurred, and miilions of dollars would 
have been saved. West Virginia had 
no militia organization whatever. This 
was unjust to the other states. The 
government should increase its appro- 
priations for arms for the militia in at 
least the proportion that it reduces 
the standing army. A liberal annual 
appropriation of that nature would 
promote the organization of an efli- 
cient militia, and it would not be long 
before we could safely lop off another 
five thousand from the costly ranks of 
the regular army, Ten thousand 
muskets backed by a well distributed 
militia, should be the aim of our law- 
makers, thus blending economy and 
self-preservation in judicious propor- 
tions. =

We have said at 
previous times that an advertisementis ouly 
magnifying the sign board so that not only the 
people who pass by or dealat the store will 
leara of ite existence,and we have shown on 
bow poor a foundation reste the claims alike of 
the bogus “‘speciaities’’ in whica millions of 
dollars have been sunk during the last fifteen 
years, and Of many of the so-called ‘trade 
journals’’ which offar to the dealer as custom 

ers bis rivals. The theory of the superiority of 
the Dewspaper is not less sound thaa plausible. 
lt is the only medium that reaches all classes of 
society and appeals to all with equal certainty 
of « respectful and regular hearing. It is some- 
thing more than the church door or market 
croes on which to post an announcement that 
the frequenters of that particular locality will 
ree—something more than the crier to call it to 
chance passers in the streets; it is a memoran- 
dum book always lyiug open to one’s hand, and 
a friend whoxe advice is soughton every sub- 
ject and atall times, Whether its regular or 
ite accidental constituency is the more valuabie 
at times, who sball say?

In treating of these dead 
towns, Colonel Jones has retrained 
from writing of the indications of 
a foreign occupancy antedating the 
esteblishment of the Oglethorpe colo- 
nies, such as those observed by De 
Bralim on Demetrius’ Island, because 
the theories exp'anatory of their origin, 
porsession and abandonment are s0 
nebulous as to seem incapable of satis- 
factory solution ; but of the rise and 
pro«ress, the deciine and decay, of the 
settlements already mentjoned, he has 
written ably and, we may say, exhaus-~ 
tively. 

Colonel Jones has long been known 
to fame as one of the most accomplished 
and industrious of American antiqua- 
riet and arche>clogists. With all the 
ardr and much of the philosophy that 
are supposed to haye characterized Sir 
Thomas Browne, Colonel Jones is 
never led into trifling and 
moralizing. His research, prompted 
by « deep veneration for the past, is 
invariably turned in a practical direc- 
tion, and, in two instances at least— 
(the volume befere us and “ Antiqui- 
ties-of the Southern Indians, Particu- 
lari of the Georgia Tribes’’) —the result 
thereof has been of inestimable value 
not only to the historian, but to the 
stu‘tent of history. 

“The Dead Towns of Georgia” is 
moat appropriately inscribed to Mr. 
George Wymberly-Jones D-Renne, a 
well~knowa citizen of Savannah, who 
has rendered conspicuous service to the 
state in rescuing from oblivion the early 
memories of Georgia.

Under the vigilant management of your effi- 
cient and indus:rious board of directors, every 
element contrtuting tothe value and attrac- 
tiveness of \he public library, bas been steadily 
and strongly advanced. This progress wiil be 
exbibited in detail by the reports oi the three 
standing committees, to which 1 call your cepe- 
cial attention. 

One year age we falt ourselves sufficiently 
stroug to leave our Ola and memorable quar- 
ters, witnesses of our early struggles and slow 
triumphe,and remove to thes: far more elegant, 
commodious and greatly more expensive rooms 
Some appreheusion was entertal.ed at the time 
that the removal was premutare, and that tne 
large increase 14 cur expenses, would render it 
necessary to trenca upon our reserve fund. 
This apprehension, though not groundiess at 
the time, hag mot been realized. Not oaly 
have we veev epabled to preserve this fund in- 
tact, but have added jargely to it, besides 
excelling any previous year iu our adaltions of 
books, periodicais and other attractions. 

Ihe purchase of new books this year reached 
the unprecedented number of eleven huudred 
and six, to which add six hundied and iwenty 
coliected by donations and we have the total 
number o! pew bocks added to our shelves 
seventeen huodred and twenty-six.
